the Eighty-eighth Illinois “ Board of 
Trade regim ent,” United S tates volun­ 
teers. 
He was with the arm y of the 
Cumberland and T ennessee, and was 
actively engaged in num erous im port­ 
ant battles and engagem ents of lesser 
import ace. 
At the declaration of peace he re- 
tinned to Pennsylvania, w here In* re­ 
mained until 1870, when he engaged 
in railroading. 
In the spring of that 
year he cam e to Sedalia and soon was 
a conductor.

the Lexington branch, and in 1881 he 
was transferred to the main line as a 
passenger conductoi between Sedalia 
and St. Louis.

THE RECENT HOT WEATHER DID DAMAGE 


Rains Failed to Arrive in August to 
Assist 
Corn—Wheat 
Acreage 
for 
1917 
Be 
Smallest 
for Many Years. 


Columbia, Mo., 
Sept. 7. — Heavy 
loss to the Missouri corn crop as a 
result of the recent hot weather is 
recorded in the Sept em br 
crop re 
port of the state board of agriculture 
The report says: 
“The long, hot, dry spell which pre­ 
vailed throughout most 
of Missouri 
has been broken 
except 
in 
a few 
counties. 
Where 
rains have fallen 
they have been generally too late to 
benefit to any appreciable extent the 
growing crops. The welcome change 
will facilitate fall work on tile farms. 
More rain is needed throughout most 
of the state. In a few counties where 
no rain of consequence has fallen for 
eight or ten weeks, conditions are se 
nous. 
“Corn—Hoped-for 
August 
rains, I 
with more 
favrable 
conditions 
for) 
Missouri corn, were realized in but a j 
few counties. Taking the state as a 
whole, the 
loss 
over 
the possible 
yield as indicated on August I ha ; 
been very 
heavy. 
With 
rains 
and I 
cooler weather early in 
the 
month 
there should h a v \ been a gain of IO , 
to 15 points in corn condition. 
In- j 
stead, there has been a further loss. 
Condition of corn is now 52.4 as com­ 
pared with 57.2 a month ago. 75.4 one 
year ago, and 72.2 
as 
the len-year, 
September average. 
“Present condition, however, is not 
as low as for 1912 when corn lost 29 I 
points during 
August 
and 
stood ar j 
41.8 on September I. It might also j 
be recalled that on Sept. I, 1911, the;

"Wheat — Correspondents 
report 
plowing for wheat as greatly delay 
ed as the ground has been too hard 
and dry. Estimates show but 2.> pet 
cent of the acreage broken. By sec 
lions this is as follows: Northeast j 
2.5; northwest. 26; central, 16; south-I 
west, 14; southeast, 22. 
Indications j 
are that the Missouri wheat acreage 
for 1917 will 
be 
the 
smallest fot 
years. Farmers 
generally 
are 
dis | 
couraged over the 1916 yield, which i 
averaged only 8.5 bushels 
lier acre. 
Fear of the Hessian fly and the high 
price of seed wrheat are influencing 
many farmers. 
“Estimates by correspondents indi 
cate that the acreage seeded for the 
1917 crop will be 20 per rent short of 
that harvested this year. This being 
the case it will mean not lo exceed 
1.600,000 acres of wheat for Missouri. 
Bv sections, 
present 
acreage 
fore 
casts are: Northeast. 
78 per cent: 
northwest, 92; central, 76; southwest, 
67; southeast, 80. 
A favorable Sep 
tember and October should increase 
these figures. Of the 1916 wheat crop 
it may be said that those who fol 
lowed the suggestions 
of 
the state 
board 
of 
agriculture 
and 
stacked 
their wheat are now receiving much 
better prices than 
were 
offered at 
harvest time. 
"Other crops—Later thrashing 
re 
turns on oats haye not changed the 
preliminary estimate as to yield, re­ 
ported last month at 24.7 bushels pc. 
acre. A c r e a g e of timothy harxested is 
practically the same as fr last >ear. 
The yield will figure about 1.25 tons 
per acre. A considerable acreage has 
been saved for seed. 
"The clover seei^ crop is leported 
good in most sections of the state, sc 
much so that clover 
seed 
wall this 
year constitute a ready money crop 
in a num ber‘of counties. Acreage of 
prairie hay, largely 
confined^ to th* 
southwest section, will be 15 to 2b 
per cent less than last year, with a 
yield of about 1.2 tons per acre. The 


yield of rye is placed at 30 bushels 
per acre; buckwheat. 7; barley. 16, 
flax, 7. Buckw heat and barley are /nut 
little grown and flax growing is lim 
ited to the southwest section. Condi 
lion of pastures is 58; cotton, C8; to 
baccy, 75; cowpeas, 
67; 
apples, 42 
Some 
cotton 
is 
now 
dropping 
squares pretty 
badly.
